"T-Jssnys.' Strachey is a jirreat man of 
letters, nkhotigh not u lilpih cliias his- 
torian. Ho is doing Ivlsiory a. groat 
service by connect tig It with liicra- 
turo and Interertins; tho public iii H, 
•Still iho interesting exposition of 
.'.islory. cl.nrmcd Ur. TroveLvnu, should 
:ot be rellnqulsiied to novelists. 

Then tor a time, he disoiissed the 
que.-itiou of lext book. To goino ex- 
tent te.Nl books are unas'oUablc, and 
indeed Intid.ilili', biil text, books arc 
liable to I;u-l5 wliat is valiiniile. Text 
bonk cdiie.-.liou. ihoiight Iho .speaker, 
has gone too far n Great Britain, 
and to-day It is there being recogn z- 
ed as an evil. After boinp roiitiiuinlly 
crnmnied with results obtained by 
.fonipbody else, ihe ptudent iiinnoi 
pn.'j. directly to orlplnal research 
work. The student should lay his 
mnd alongside the pro.Tie.st minds 
thai are and were strugg-Iiiig with 
the great problems of history. 

Tn his own ediicalion, IJr. Tre- 
velyan thought, there vns nothing of 
grc.Tter vahie .ind importance than 
th.!!. he had been encouraged ;ind 
oonipelieil to lo.nd tho works of the 
gre.Tt historians, .nnd their critics. 

The .«speaker had already' spoken of 
the vahie of contemporary flct on, of 
the works of Homer and f'haucer, 
and the novel.c of the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries. -ffhey provide 
widencc of the utmost historical 
vaJue, bi)t they have becotne histori- 
cr.l ihrotigh the process of time.

Homer has made the dally life and 
ihoughts of those far-olf men and 
women more farniliiir to us than 
those of our own ancestors down to 
the time of Chaucer. Even if the 
Iliad and the Odyssey were all fac- 
tion, said Dr. Trcvclyon, still we

In the eighteenth centurr, the cold, 
clear outline of history had reached 
perfection, 'with the classicism of 
Gibbon, Then came Scott, who made 
hlstorj- much •vi''hat it Is tb-day, ]iv- 
insT, complex, toi>oad as humanity itself. 
To G'Ibbon, man reroa ned divided in- 
to generalized classes. .Sir Walter 
first showed tha't not only clothes and 
weapons, but thought and morals 
varied. Alacaulay, writing in his 2Sth 
year, whlcii ■was the 2Sth year of the 
ïntuiT, and sketching the kind of 
history 'Which, he a»p4red to write, 
said. "Sir "Walter Scott.... has used 
ilio.so fragments of truth which his- 
^oriaiLs have scornfully thrown behind 
them in a manner wliich may well ex- 
cite their envy." 

In our own day. continued Dr. Tie- 
velyan, we have the modern chronicle 
plays of Dr nkwater and Hardy. In 
these the Intei-est and attraction are 
depetidant mainly upon the decree of 
historical truth, in short, the .nter- 
esl is mainly historical. It Is not so 
with such a play as ".Julius Caesar." 

Returning to the subject of histroy 
proper, Dr. Tievclyan urged that slu. 
dents should he taught to write their 
inotlier tongue decently. Toda.v, he 
citilmed. in the land of Molltre, and in 
the land of Molière alone, fn it true 
that all that is not verse :« prose. 

Research must not be despised, but 
when researdi is done, w-liat then, lie 
asked. The use of history is to train 
tho mlnd.s of men by a Just contem- 
plation of the past. Hlator^ does not 
deal in "tips and prophcc es," but In 
past ovents. It gives high, inlellec- 
lual pleasure. Its appeal is pure in- 
tellectual curiosity, but about the past 
of mankind, and la largely Imagina- 
tive. 

The study of h .story brings berure 
men tlicir forerunners as they lived 
and went through the business "t the 
day. It makes fhem take form, ges- 
ture, colour, passion, thought. Kach 
one of tliom, gentle and sln)|>!e 'Jn nil 
by a complicated fabric of poilltlcs and 
'ilieir goings and comings, were ruled 
events at homo and n.l)road. In his- 
tory it Is possible to know the con- 
lltlons that enveloped and controlled 
their 1 ves. 

."Sir Arthur Ciirric introduced ilie 
Univcr.tlty'a dlstinguUhcd visitor. In 
the course of his roniarka ho spoke of 
tho BtroiigUi 011(1 Iri.sp r/i.llon Ui:j i^ l.q 
gotten through lil.'Uory and literature, 
from tlioao -who have gone before.

.lackson, of Toronto University, phroa- 
u'd the situation in an address hero 
a few days ago when he said that 
the fiuesUoil of population was ap- 
parently a loc.e between the cradle 
and the colonist car. By this he 
meant Ihat the incixsase in our nat- 
ural jiopulation Was l«!iscned by em- 
igration to the United States in par- 
ticuhir and that these gaps could on- 
ly be filled In two ways, one by losw- 
cning the cmtgrulion and the other 
by .

What we ar« suffering from, and 
il applies c<iually hero as in the far 
West, Is the lack oC men, luck of cap- 
ital and lack of those forwtird pol- 
icies which will enable the countfy 
,ta realise within a reasonable time 
lis own manitonl destiny. For sev- 
eral years public men and loaders 
in buKlness life have been advocating 



and MO one can deny tho;. pre-emin- 
ently Imporlnnl part thai sgrlcul- 
liirn plays In mnny piirls of the 
coiinliry. The land Is there. It I.s fer- 
tile land anil nien arc not on it. It 
Is not being worked so ns to produce 
weallh for the country. It h esllm- 
ated thai ibeie are (wenly-rivi. mlll- 
Iciii acres of rncani land within fif- 
teen niilcR of existing rnlhrnys In 
Western Canada. Thoco are many 
vacant farms In Novn. Scotia and 
Now Itruiiswick. There nre man.v In 
Quohec. Can It bo contended, with 
Ibis great Intent wealth lying dor- 
iiinnl ii.nd conlributing nothing to 
Cnnada's wealtli, wn arc taking full 
adviinliign of the opiiortunltle.s which 
Nature has given u.s? Can It \tf. con- 
tendod thai our minorais will bo 
rtovolopcd, that our forests will bo 
titlll7.cd nnd llial niir nnormoiis fish- 
ing possihllltles con be properly ex- 
ploited nnd that new Industries can 
^bo crented and pre.oent induslriç'F ex- 
tcnod unless tliero are men and money 
ii.Vii.lln.hle to do It? (t we admit the 
prosenco of thosn latent resources 
nnd their non-use, wo must concede 
that our case Is akin to llie biblical 
example of the man who burled his 
one Inlcnl. 

The Question of Taxes 

But if tho necessity of Immltration 
Is iippncont, thef* Is .mother correc- 
tive olcnicnt t/>' bo considered in con- 
nection with oiir own economic con- 
ditions. The taxation of thl» country 
Is heavy. Not heavy In relation to 
many other countries, but heav^ con- 
.siderlng the sparnencss of our pop- 
ulation .'uitl the fad thai the country's 
wea.lth is la,Tgely potential. Some of 
them are direct imi>ost«, the burden 
of which 1» always present in our 
minds bocMise they are unescapablo, 
and involve iierlodlcal dratt.i upon 
our individual exchequers in ways 
that a.re not concealed; Heavy In- 
owne taxes ' being most direct, arc 
probnbly those taxes which are most 
severely felt, and a. man who is- 
lieavlly taxed becomes in time dis- 
gruntled und even a poor citizen. 

It is essential that our taxes should, 
both because of what is happening 
in the United Stntea and because of 
the financial support we must re- 
ceive from our own people, it Can- 
adian enterprise Is to be developed, 
bo reduced as soon ag that may be 
properly done. Aiiilt\tliey can only 
be reduced if .strict ' scrutiny of. and

At Iho .Sliident.s' Society meeting 
iho other evening several prominent 
tindorgradiiates arose and stated rea- 
^.ons why the levy should be lmposo<l 
lint little was said to express the 
views of a largo opposition. Perhaps 
they fell It useless to sti.te their 
convlotloiift before such n. flood of 
flrRumenIs in tho levy's favour; pe.r- 
haps only Miose iindcrgradua.les, who 
are anxious to havo tho measure 
passed, felt tho need of speaking;; 
hilt certainly a.ny freshman or any 
aiMiil obaervftr wtiuld ko .i.wny from 
that meeting with tho oplnioe that 
there In little opposition to tho meas- 
ure. This, i believe. Is not the case. 

TTndonhtwily Éhe imposition of 
IhiK levy will increase the athletic 
rc\'enue o£ the university s.nd ena.ble 
those who control athletic» to pur- 
sue the same policy of expenditure in 
the future as was pursued this yîa.r. 
when the .athletics of the iinlver3ity 
Incurred a considerable deficit. Only 
two Holutloni* are »oaslble. Either a 
'greater Income must be derived from 
.ithtetlcs or expenditure mu«t b« cur- 
tailed. 

"With regard to the first, undoubt- 
edly this year witnessed crowds which 
were not comparable to other years . 
But does It necessarily follow that 
this stat» of thlnçg will follow In 
other years'.' It Is an undisputed fact 
regarding mob psychology that peo- 
ple, no matteir how great may be the 
"college spirit" about which we hear 
so much, do not lilte to follow team.» 
which are loeing, let alone teams 
losing by a -wide margin. This may be 
a lamentable thing but it Is a fact 
and must be reckoned with. It applies 
; to spectators outside the university 
I perhaps more than undergraduates 
^but in either case it means a failing 
off in gate receipts. 

But te.tms cannot continue to lot*!: 
forever and if, as we fondly hope, we 
can turn out winning teams after our 
"slump" Mdriod our gate receipts 
should reiich the total of three or 
four years ago and probably exceed 
the mark. 

It is a recognized fact that vie-- 
tories have a niarkeil effect on gate 
.■receipts but an expenditure of large 
sums oC money will not necessarily 
bring victories. Xoi half an hoiifi'af-'; 
ter some ardent remarks on the ul- 
timate effect that the propos'Od levy 
would have on our atliletie sitnular'ifi. 
Sir Arthur Cunle, who, I uiKlorslaial 
i.s not in favour of the levy arose 
and stated that this .vear more money 
hud been spent than ever before on 
iithletlcs and this had definitely 
proved that you couldn't win victor- 
ies by sipending largo sums on ath- 
aii e.xpenditure in athletics which was 
Ictlcs. So tho alternative or reducing 
greater than ever before In tho hls- 
ory of the niiiversil.'ï'. gioator than 
ill yoar.s when t hMtiipion.ship.s and 
vlctiirie» wore casil.v won looms up. 
.Vol that all these cxpenUilu.ros are 
not desirable under ooiiditioiia where 
nituiey Is e.-isily oblainable but it Is 
a uucstion ill tiur university whicii 
Is most dc-^'iiable whether these o.\- 
pen.sus should bo reduced or whether 
every male luulorgjittduato in the 
el a fee additional to tlio consider- 
uiiiver.sity .slu'iilO p,iy fioiii liis pt'ck- 
.sble uuivcr.-^al feu wliicli Im already 
pays. 

I reel Ihat the matter i." one which 
affects every Htiidoiit in tin., iitiiversily 
M<.i \itall.\ ibiit 'n oryon.' w li,i \\oiil'l 
bo liable lo .such a ia.\ should vole 
on Hie question and this can bo done 
(.•nly b,v a plcbLsclto of the whole 
university and not at .i. nieeitiiR of 
the Sludcnts' Society.
